Disher  Tells  of 
Raid  on  Tirpitz 

By  LEO  DISHER 
ABOARD  AN  AIRCRAFT  CAR- 
RIER WITH  A BRITISH  NAVAL 
FORCE  OFF  NORWAY.  April  3 'By 
Plane  Courier i.— The  battered  Ger- 
man dreadnought  TlrplU  was  at- 
tacked at  dawn  today  by  the  larreat 
force  ol  aircraft  carriers  ever  con- 
centrated against  a single  ship  and 
was  left  useless  as  a warship 
Caught  by  surprise,  the  prevloualy 
crippled.  «i  000- ton  battleship  was 
biasing  fiercely  at  her  anchorage  in 
the  deep,  cliff- protected  Alien  fjord 
)uil  south  of  tltr  northern  Up  of 
Norway,  as  the  last  Barracuda  dive- 
bomber  flew  over  Ute  Nasi  capital 
ship. 

The  deadly  Barracudas  scored  at 
le~st  24  bomb  hits  on  the  Nazi  bat- 
tleship. silencing  her  guns  and 
wracking  the  prtae  warohlp  with 
terrific  inner  and  outer  explosions. 

The  Tirplta  was  set  adrt/t  and 
perhaps  grounded  astern  alter  being 
hit  by  at  least  four  heavy  armor - 
piercing  bomba  that  mainly  struck 
the  bridge  and  the  forepart  of  the 
vessel  between  the  bridge  and 
turrets. 

In  addition,  the  TlrplU  was  hit  by 
10  medium  bombs. 

British  nghter  planes  shot  up 
enemy  ark-ack  poets  ashore  and  also 
left  a tanker  burning  In  Alien  fjord 
Expeyu.  assessing  damage  to  the 
Tlrpttx  from  photographs  and  the 
accounts  of  Barracuda  crewe.  Judged 
that  the  TlrplU  was  left  riddled  in- 
ftklc  and  useless  as  a warship  for 
inonU-is-perhapw  even  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  war. 

They  said,  however,  that  the  giant 
battleship  might  be  able  to  crawl 
south,  but  thr  British  fleet  generally 
hailed  the  victory  as  perhaps  as  de- 
cisive as  tl«*  sinking  -of  the  2B  000- 
ton  battleship  Bchamhorst  off 
Northern  Norway  In  December.

2.000  years  ago  they  had  their  answer.  Right 
must  ever  triumph,  sometimes  at  the  edge  of 
the  grave.

Wc  will 
win  through  our  rlarkest  hour  into  the  full 
clear  light  of  a brighter  and  better  day.  the 
more  surely  because  long  ago  there  suffered 
and  died  for  us  One  Who  represented  that 
Light  eternal  which  guides  our  steps  today.

Whatever  else  it 
may  be.  a discontented  corporation  will  not 
likely  be  an  effluent  one.  I he  merits  ol  this 
claim,  pro  and  con  should  be  decided  on  the 
tacts  and  Lhc  lads  surely  arc  ascertainable 
I he  tax  rate  will  be  the  result  of  all  that  the 
city  this  vear  must  do  under  this  and  every 
other  heading. 

Aldermen  will  need  no  urging  to  postpone 
whatever  public  works  may  be  readily  post- 
poned. until  there  occur  the  greater  needs  of 
rehabilitation.  We  are  not  impressed  with 
arguments  that  are  at  times  advanced  lor  a 
percentage  cut  in  all  civic  departments,  that 
road  leading  to  the  mutilation  of  every  serv- 
ice and  the  progress  of  none.

Here  is  one  cause  where  the  whole  com- 
munity can  enter  without  division  or  un- 
rest I verybody  loves  a child.  Everyone 
wants  for  the  children  of  this  generation  a 
better  and  a safer  start  than  they  have  had 
themselves  Where  any  are  handicapped  bv 
physical  or  other  infirmity,  it  is  the  wish  of 
all  that  help  may  be  brought  to  them  and 
this  life  handicap  removed.  To  science,  to 
faithful  service,  to  the  can-do  people  of  this 
enterprise  a very  great  debt  is  owed. 

I he  task  now  is  to  keep  up  the  work  so 
well  founded  and  so  thoroughly  pioneered.

U a*  Somewhere  in  Italy — A new  truck  is  like  a new  wife. 

wfr  You  don’t  really  begin  to  get  acquainted  until  you’ve 

seen  it  with  its  hair  in  curlers,  a shiny  nose  and  a bad 
case  of  sniffles. 

That’s  why  nobody  knows  quite  as  much  about  General  Motors 
army  vehicles  as  the  men  of  REME.  REME  stands  for  Royal 
Electrical  Mechanical  Engineers,  and  they've  seen  our  Canadian 
vehicles  in  every  possible  condition.  Their  main  job  is  to  keep  the 
wheels  rolling  behind  and  with  the  rolling  British  Armies.  The 
soldiers  of  REME  go  as  far  forward  as  roads  will  take  them,  to  pro- 
vide— under  battle  conditions — the  same  crack  care  for  our  fight- 
ing machines  that  we  peacetime  motorists 
always  got  for  our  Chewy  coupes  at  the  neigh 
borhood  garage. 

They  run  into  some  hard  cases.  The  chassis 
hasn’t  been  invented  that  will  win  an  argument 
with  an  88  millimetre  shell  or  a Teller  mine. 

And  in  the  ordinary  routine  of  carrying  and 


supplying  a fast* moving  army,  things  happen  to  the  engines  of 
military  vehicles  that  shouldn’t  happen  to  a sergeant-major. 

In  the  early  stages  of  an  amphibious  operation  like  North 
Africa,  Sicily  or  Italy,  for  instance,  an  unexpected  shipping  loss  or 
a few  blown  bridges  can  mean  that  one  truck  may  have  to  do  the 
work  of  two  for  days  or  even  weeks  on  end.  In  such  periods  of 
urgency  and  strain,  a front-line  vehicle  can  no  more  expect  the 
luxury  of  daily  maintenance  than  a front  line  soldier  can  expect  a 
daily  bath.  „ 

Mechanics  see  these  overburdened  trucks  at  their  worst — which 
means,  paradoxically,  at'  their  best.  They  agree  the  real  test  of  a 
military  vehicle  isn’t  how  far  and  how  well  it  will  run  under  ideal 
service  conditions,  but  how  far  and  well  it  will  run  after  it  ought 
to  have  refused  to  run  at  all.  They  agree  that  Canadian  trucks  have 
pasried  this  test  wherever  they  have  met  it. 

One  of  these  Canadian  mechanics  put  it  to 


me  this  way  not  long  ago  as  he  crawled  out 


from  under  a three-ton  General  Motors  lorry, 


somewhere  in  Italy:  “A  fighting  truck  needs 


the  same  things  a fighting  man  needs,”  he  said, 


"guts  and  class.
